Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governour, Council and 
Houſe of Repreſentatives, That from and after the Publication of 
this Act no Perſon or Perſons whoſoever ſhall or may for his or their 
Gain, or for any Price or valuable Conſideration, let or ſuffer to be uſed 
and improved any Houſe, Room or Place whatſoever, for acting or car- 
rying on any Stage-Plays, Interludes or other Theatrical Entertainments, 
on Pain of forfeiting and paying for each and every Day or Time ſuch 
Houſe, Room or Place ſhall be let, uſed or improved contrary to this 
Act twenty Pounds. 8 

And be it further enacted, That if at any Time or Times what- 
ſoe ver from and after the Publication of this Act any Perſon or Perſons 
ſhall be preſent as an Actor in or Spectator of any Stage-Play;Interlude or 
Theatrical Entertainment in any Houſe, Room or Place where a greater 
Number of Perſons than twenty ſhall be aſſembled together, every ſuch 
Perſon ſhall forfeit and pay for every Time he or they ſhall be preſent as 
aforeſaid five Pounds.

HERE As in and by an Af made in the fourteenth Tear of bis pre- Preamble. 
ſent Majefty's Reign, Intitled, An Act to encourage the Increaſe 
ot Sheep and Goats, it is enaed, ©** That from and after the Pub- 
“ lication of the ſaid Act, no Rams or He-Goats ſhall be ſuffered to go 
* at large, or be out of the Incloſure of the Owner thereof, from the 
* tenth Day of Auguſt till after the fifteenth Day of November annually, 
t under the Penalty of fifteen Sbillings; which has been found inconveni- 
ent in ſome Towns-in ibis Province, in as much as by a ſtrift Adherence to 


the ſaid Ad the Lambs and Kids will annually come too late for Profit :

Be it enatted by the Lieutenant Governour, Council and Towns may
